Where, then, let mo ask, shall we find the
power to coerce a State? for the Convention
which framed the Constitution, did most ex-
pressly and absolutely refuse to confer it upon
the Government which they then formed, and
under which we now live.

In order, however, to place this matter be-
yond all dispute, I will quote the testimony of
Ldmund Randelph, whoe himsell, proposed, in
the Inst cluuse ol the sixth resolution, to give
to the Government this power to coerce i State,
His testimony is certainly very material to our
purpose, because he was one of the ablest law-
yers in the Convention, and was chosen by
Washington to fill a pluace in his cabinet, as the
first Attorney General of the newly formed
Govermment. It was indeed an honor to have
been associated in Cabinet Council with Wash-
ington, Jeflerson and Hamilton--such was the
position of Randolph at 2 momentous erisis,
the dawn of a new and untried system of Gov-
ernment, when the paternal solicitude of Wash
ington called to his aid the very ablest and
best men of the iufant Republic.  Well, then,
lot us hear what he (Randolph) said in reference
to this assumed power to coerce i State.  Ina
letter addressed by him *‘on the 10th of Octo-
ber, 1787, to the Honorable, the Speaker of
the House of Delegates of Virginia ou the Fe-
derul Counstitution,” e says:
